NOTE 1 - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 
Organization 

The Investigative Project on Terrorism Foundation (the Foundation) was incorporated in April 2006 to 
research and expose the activities of terrorist networks and their supporters in the U.S. and abroad and 
to educate the public about this threat. 

Contributions received by the Foundation are used to obtain, investigate and analyze open-source 
information, including, but not limited to, newspapers, magazines, newsletters, video and audio tapes, 
computer databases, interviews with knowledgeable individuals, public records and court documents. 

Basis of Accounting 

The accompanying financial statements have been prepared on the accrual basis of accounting in 
accordance with generally accepted accounting principles. Accordingly, revenue is recognized when 
earned and expenses are recognized when the obligation is incurred. 

Income Taxes 

The Foundation is exempt from federal income taxes under Section 501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue 
Code (IRC). The Foundation has not been classified as a private foundation by the IRS. Although the 
Foundation is generally exempt from income tax, it is subject to tax on certain unrelated business 
income. There was no unrelated business income for the year ended December 31 , 2012; therefore, no 
provision for income tax has been recorded in the financial statements. The Foundation believes it has 
appropriate support for any tax position taken and, as such, does not have any uncertain tax positions 
that are material to the financial statements. The Foundation recognizes interest expense and penalties 
on its tax positions in management and general expenses on the statement of activities and change in 
net assets and accounts payable in the statement of financial position. Tax years prior to 2009 are no 
longer subject to examination by the IRS or the tax jurisdiction of the District of Columbia. 

Estimates 

The preparation of the financial statements in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted 
in the United States of America requires management to make estimates and assumptions that affect 
certain reported amounts of assets and liabilities, the disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at 
the date of the financial statements, and the reported amounts of revenue and expenses during the 
reporting period. Accordingly, actual results could differ from those estimates. 

Cash and Cash Eouivalents 

Cash and cash equivalents include cash in bank and money market funds. 
Marketable Securities 

Marketable securities purchased by the Foundation are initially recorded at cost, and donated 
investments are recorded at fair value on the date they are received as a donation. Subsequent to their 
acquisition, investments in marketable securities with readily determinable fair values are adjusted to 
their fair values as of the date of the statement of financial position. Unrealized gains and losses are 
included in the statement of activities and change in net assets.

NOTE 1 - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES (Continued) 
Pledges Receivable 

Pledges receivable that are expected to be collected within one year are reflected as current pledges 
receivable and are recorded at their net realizable values in the period in which the Foundation is 
notified by the donor of his or her commitment to make a contribution. The Foundation records pledges 
receivable net of an allowance for doubtful accounts when necessary. The allowance is determined 
based on a review of the estimated collectibility of the specific accounts, plus a general provision based 
on historical loss experience and existing economic conditions. Uncollectible amounts are charged off 
against the allowance for doubtful accounts once management determines an account, or a portion 
thereof, to be worthless. Pledges written off during the year ended December 31 , 2012 totaled $41 ,667. 

Net Assets 

The Foundation's net assets are classified into three categories: unrestricted, temporarily restricted and 
permanently restricted. All contributions are considered to be available for unrestricted use unless 
specifically restricted by the donor or by law. The Foundation received no permanently restricted 
support during the year ended December 31 , 201 2. 

Temporarily restricted net assets are contributions with temporary, donor-imposed time or purpose 
restrictions. Temporarily restricted net assets become unrestricted when the time restrictions expire or 
when the contributions are used for their restricted purposes, at which time they are reported in the 
statement of activities and change in net assets as net assets released from restrictions. Temporarily 
restricted contributions whose purpose is met in the same period received are reported as unrestricted 
net assets in the statement of activities and change in net assets. The Foundation has no temporarily 
restricted net assets for the purpose of supporting development personnel and no permanently 
restricted net assets at December 31 , 2012. 

Contributions 

Contributions and pledges of cash are recorded at estimated fair value as unrestricted, temporarily 
restricted or permanently restricted support depending on the existence or absence of donor-imposed 
restrictions. 

Functional Allocation of Expense 

The costs of providing various programs and supporting services have been summarized on a 
functional basis in the statement of activities and change in net assets. Accordingly, certain costs have 
been allocated based upon the level of effort benefitting programs and supporting services. 

Subsequent Events 

The Foundation has evaluated events and transactions for potential recognition or disclosure through 
November 15,2013, the date the financial statements were available to be issued. 

NOTE 2 - CONCENTRATION OF CREDIT RISK 

The Foundation maintained cash balances at its bank in excess of Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation (FDIC) coverage. The amount of uninsured deposits at December 31, 2012 totaled 
approximately $1,325,000.

NOTE 3 - MARKETABLE SECURITIES 

Marketable securities are stated at fair value and are comprised of equity securities at December 31, 
2012. Securities in the amount of $55,484 were donated during the year ended and recorded at fair 
value on the date of receipt.

NOTE 4 - MANAGEMENT CONTRACT 

An unrelated not-for-profit Delaware corporation provides management services to the Foundation 
through a contract which expires on December 31, 2014. This not-for-profit subcontracts these services 
to a company owned by a member of the Foundation Board of Directors. For the year ended 
December 31, 2012, the amount incurred by the Foundation for management services totaled 
$2,923,276 and is recorded to program and supporting activities in the statement of activities and 
change in net assets. 

NOTE 5 - FAIR VALUE MEASUREMENTS

FASB ASC Topic 820 establishes a fair value hierarchy that prioritizes the inputs to valuation 
techniques used to measure fair value. This hierarchy consists of three broad levels: Level 1 inputs 
consist of unadjusted quoted prices in active markets for identical assets and provide the highest quality 
inputs; Level 2 inputs are based primarily on quoted prices for identical assets or similar assets in active 
or inactive markets as significant other observable inputs; Level 3 inputs provide the lowest quality 
inputs because there are no significant observable inputs. The Foundation uses appropriate valuation 
techniques based on the available inputs to measure the fair value of its investments. When available, 
the Foundation measures fair value using Level 1 inputs because they generally provide the most 
reliable evidence of fair value. There have been no changes in the valuation methodologies used during 
the current year. All assets have been valued using a market approach. 
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
